The 
train, Which consisted of two passen- 
ger, one gleoping, and two or thice 
fleight and baggage ems, made its 
usual stoppage at Gariison’s, opposite 
Wost Point, and there tho robbers set 
about the accomplishment ot their 
plans. he eu is closed by sliding 
doors, Which ate pushed together and 
fustened at the bottom, on thè inside, 
by bolts, The fist intimation which 
the messenger had of the situation of 
allaiis wag the presence of two men 
weumg masks, who, revolvers in 
hand, demanded the key of the safe 
lLiving no alternative, the messengol 
eomplied, "his done, a wooden block 
was plneed in his mouth, and iastened 
behind Ins head-with white tape. 
Handcufla were placed on his wrists ; 
his leet were tied with a coid, and his

ed on the north, by the 46th parallel, 
on the east by the Missouri rivet, on 
south by the 431d parallel, and on the 
west by the 109th memdian This dis- 
trict contains a total of $5,000 square 
miles of toriitory, which goveinment 
proposes fo form into a 16seivation, or 
confedetated Indian Union Within 
the above boundaries are Forts Sith 
Reno and Phil Kearndy, all of which

try, aud by treaties with the Sioux, 
has given to the latter, their old enc- 
mjes, the hunting grounds which 
rightfully belong to them, and they 
sity, With uninistakable Endion logic 
and truth, that “one year ago the 
Sioux offered them 38,000 horses to 
join in a war avainst dhe whites 
which thoy refused to do, and now to 
reward ther friendship, the govèrn- 
ménl proposes to compromise with 
tho Sioux by giving them the Crow 
hunting ground.

vators When their wheat arrived iu 
Liveipool at was worth $4 80 per 
bushel, Bay the freight fiom Dubuquo 
o Now OileatiS wag forty cents, and 
from New Orleans to Liverpool thirty 
cents. ‘The cost and fielght charges, 
with other expenses, did not exceed 
from $2 50 to $2 60 per bushel.” 

Itwal be seen from the above that 
Avery snug profit will probably result 
from this experiment, and no doubt 
this successful attempt will lead to the 
opening of a trado of tho utmost im- 
portance to the countries upon the 
banks of the upper Missouti -oc Wwell- 
ns tho Mississippi river. A6 certain

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Exploration of the, Colorado. 


On the 11th inst , in the House, Mr, 
Garfield introduced a ‘bill authorizing 
the Secretary of War to furnish quar- 

eee and commissary supplies to 

Professor Powell, of the Illinois Nd- 
tional Historical Society, and a party’ 
of twenty-five mento accompany him 
on a scientific exploration of the Colo- 
rado River of the West} Prof. Powel] 
had previously applied to Gen. Grant 
for an order on the military posts, iu 
the region which he proposes visiting, 
for such supplies as he might require 
for his party, in return fo which the 
United. States were to be fuinished 
with a full topographic deserrption. of 
the country examined, and Grant had 
endorsed the proposition, but Com- 
miesaiy General Eaton decided the 
military department would not be au- 
thorized to allow civilians not in the 
actual employ of government any 
such privileges without a special law 
of Congress Heuce the resolution m- 
troduced by Mr Garfield, 


The proposed expedition wilt be a 
purely scientific one in character, it 18 
trae, neyeithcless if conducted as 
contemplated, it could not tail of pro- 
ducing much prictical benefit? Prof. 
Powell designs commencing at or 
near the source of the Colorado, and 
continuing down the stream to the 
the point reached by Lieut. Ives in 
his ascent of that stream. The work 
will be a continuation of the surveys 
last year of North, South and Middle 
Patks, atid it is intended to develope 
the physical geography, geology and 
topography of that region, The Prof. 
intends to give special attention to the 
hydrology of the mountains and 
plains also, with the object of enquir- 
ing by what means the sterility of the 
soil may bo best overcome, and what 
would be the best system of irrigation, 
A more fruitful subject for study than 
this could haidly have been selected, 
and although the expedition has been 
planned by the Illinois National His- 
torital Society, and perhaps mainly 
for the credit and honor of that col- 
lege, the discoveries which may be 
made, and the ideas which may be 
suggested by it, must result for the 
benefit of tlic whole country, as such

The ‘Submerged Pump as a 
E Hydraulic Propeller, 


In one of Admiral Fairagut's letters 
describing his visit to Bngland, is an 
account of the Ruthven hydinnlie pro- 
peller, which has beon applied to an 
ingligf) iion-elnd of seven hundred 
tons, “the Water Witch, This pio- 
peller, os itis termed, ig yey difter- 
ent fiom the invention generally 
known by that name, Water rises 
fiom below into a box, whence ao- 
tmy pump, Worked by steam, throws 
it with great violence into two square 
boxes placed on the outside of the ves- 
sel, one on each side, nemly amid- 
slips, and about the water-line. hese 
boxes are squale tubes, ten or twelve 
feet long, and twelve inches in diame- 
tei, open at both ends Near tho cen- 
tic is à valve, under the contiol of the 
oflice1 of the deck, nud as he turns if, 
the water 18 thrown with great torce 
cithe: forwaid or aft, thus propelling 
the yessel ahead or astein, at his will 
The Admiral took a tiip in the Water 
Witch and was surprised fo find that 
she had sailed at a speea of seven 
miles an hour, against a Hesh bieeze 
and quite a sea, and under more favoi- 
able eiieumsiances made nine knots 
an hour ‘here was no interruption 
of the machinery, and the movements 
ot the vessel wee wholly controlled 
by the ollicer of the deck, who, by 
working the valves spoken of, ean so 
ahead, bach astern, or tuin the vessel 
on her eentie. The Admural says that

The results of the abandonment of 
Forts Smith, Reno and Phu Kearney 
ate tppareutly being already felt by 
the seltlers of the southeastern portion 
of Montana, The agiiculiuial valleys 
to whieh the inining £i*ions of that 
Territory look for supphes of produce, 
aio nhendy suiiounded by savages 
who aie coutinually making raids 
upon the settlements, murdering the 
inabitants and stealing stock, Parm- 
ers in Gallatin Valley, which Js the 
garden of Montana, are becoming dis- 
couraged and .diead to remain upon 
the innehes ‘now that they bavo no 
protection, and if the farmers can raise 
no eiops, the mines must be abandon- 
cd also In that Teritory, infested 
with Induina, thera fs one little post, 
Foit Ellis, almost helpless, as may be 
judged fiom the fact it 18 manned by 
less that 225 oflceis and men, with 
butseventy-threchoises, partof which 
are condemned. Thee is a frontier 
of neuily two hundred miles which it 
is necessary to protect, and the above 
post is the only government force for 
this duty. Even Bozeman City, at 
which the post iq situated, and ties 
to protect, 13. Visited gccasionally by 
Tudlnus, who 1un stock outof the very 
town The Tudians 1n that s:cuon of 
thecountry have been kept scattered 
for tho past two ot three years, by the 
forts, which are now abandoucd, and 
they feel that an opportumty has once 
moic been affbided them, by govern- 
ment, to have revenge of tlie settlers, 
aud ihiptove their circumstances by 
plunder.

In compliance with the kind invi* 
tation extended us by gentlemen of 
the Chicago excursion paity, we yes- 
terday morning joined tlie assembly 
of Delegates, fora trip to the end of 
the rathoad, it being a part of the mis- 
sion of the party to plant upon the 
summit of tha range, west of, here, 
the national ensign, bearing the nameg 
of Gen Grantand Hon, Schuyler Col- 
fax, there to float ın proud triumph 
on the freedom inspiting breeze of 
the grand old Rocky Mountains The 
day was an auspicious one for the visit 
and occasion,—the clear sunlight, and 
pure and invizorating atmosphere set- 
ving to give zest to the buoyant spirit 
and enjoy ment of the occasion The 
passage fiom Cheyenne to Granite 
station, at the base of the Black Hills, 
eighteen milés west of here, was de- 
void of particularly noteworthy inci- 
dents, and the chief occupation of the 
voyageurs consisted in the usual anx- 
ious inquiries of eastern people rela- 
tive to the peculiarities of the coun- 
try, and in the admiration of 
tlie. scenery, which bééanie rough- 
er and somewhat more roman- 
tle as we progressed westward, 
Arrived at the summit, the short halt 
of the train at Sherman station gave 
opportunity to contemplate the beau- 
tics of scene ve afforded, There lay 
sptead out before deis a depressej, 
basin-like regfon sind edi with mihin- 
ture mountáins, nud traversed by 
sparkling and pure mountain streams 
meandering away to the northeast to 
join thelr waters with the Platte, and 
finally to contribute theiraid in awell- 
ing the tide of the grent Father of 
Waters that bears upon its boson the 
commerce of the immense valley of thé 
Mississippi.
